Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The PTO-1449 is not proper for acceptance after 
final as there is not appropriate certification or fees. The examiner notes that some of these references were not cited in the parent 
application. The examiner has given the limitations of the amendment more consideration than during the interview and believes that the 
limitations are more directed to the apparatus or process, not the medium alone as there would be no neccesary difference between the 
holograms recorded using the same reference beam and different object beams. In this case polarization and spatial multiplexing of the 
two images would also be present. The examiner has given the combination of multiplexing some thought and note the combination of 
anglular and spatial multiplexing in Taylor '251 and phase shifting and spatial multiplexing in Eaglefield *641 . The prior art clearly shows 
multiplexing using polarization alone and the combination of this with another multiplexing technique seems obvious at this point. The 
examiner notes that the parent application has issued as patent 6,452,890. The use of LCD polarizing elements in the holographic arts is 
disclosed in JP 03-149660 in figure 2. 
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
